In accordance with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. 1.56 and 37 C.F.R. 1.97-1.99, 
Applicant submits herewith a Form PTO-1449 listing references known to Applicant and 
requests that these references be made of record in the above identified application. 
Copies of the references listed are submitted herewith in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 
1.98(a). 

JP 57-200996 describes that a plurality of ribs 12 which are equally separated 
are formed between the inner circumference 11a and outer circumference 11b, and 
these ribs 12 curve from points on the inner circumference 11a to the outer 
circumference 11b. 

JP 64-067100 describes a speaker diaphragm which is made up of 
polypropylene, in which a radially-shaped ribs are formed. 

JP 11-075290 and JP 60-213198 describe a speaker diaphragm which is made 
up of polypropylene. 
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It was noted that while the rib of Reference 2 has constant curvature, the 
curvature of the ribs of the present invention varies in accordance with the distance from 
the center. 

Also, while at least one surface is curved in an area from the projection to the 
recess in the present invention, both the surfaces are folded in an area from the 
projection to the recess in Reference 2 (see, for example, Fig. 3 of the present 
application and Fig. 4 of Reference 2). Furthermore, while the projections of the 
present invention extend in the radial direction from a central area to an edge portion, 
the ribs of Reference 1 do not extend in the radial direction. Finally, Reference 2 does 
not teach or suggest every element of the present invention other than a plurality of the 
ribs which extend radially. 

As a result of these arguments, the present invention has been allowed through 
the first Japanese Office Action dated August 22, 2003.
